But though he would not ſpea ke a word for the Truth, and true Re- 
ligion ; though he be content to intaile ] eſuiticall bowing and holy- 
table-cringing,upon his poſterity ; though he will uncalendar his chil.

Doctor that the King may doe any thing, with or without a Parlia- 
ment; thatthe inferjours ar#to por all things and yet be approved of 
God, that the table may be changed to an altar, in altar-wiſe ſituation, 
fo it be not fixed to the wall; and an altar in appellation, fo it be meta- 
phorically excuſed ; and an altar in adoration, fo they pretend to ho- 
nour him, and him only in his holy ſacrament; and at this altar a com- 
memoration of the dead in time of high maſſe, to which himfelfe will 
fay Amen; though he yeeld all this, and much more, which the Papiſts 
never enjoyned, which Heyim forgot to call for, and I forgot to reckon 
up; yet there is one thing ſo ſtickes in his Romacke, that he will never 
yeeld, no;not an inch, not an haires-breadth, come what will, and that

agoe to chaſtice his inſolencie, if ſuch a rumour had beene raiſed, as this Vicars be- 
haviour raiſed in the netghbourhood ; and therefore (faith he) J preſſe this for 
doftrine, the t a ſingle Prieſt ha h no key of any externall juriſdiftion given him by 
God or man; for the conſiſtory of out ward juriſdiction is not to be opened by « key

His eighth Lyturgie, is the Acthiopian, which he rouzes up from a dead 
fleepe to belp him twice, h. tab p. 98, 296, His ninth istheMoza- 
rabick Liturgie like wiſe twice brought in, to wit, p. 37. and 232. ſo 
that theſe nine maſſes or Lyturgies, tke nine worthies, or invincib 
Champio..s, he muſters up no leſſe than thirtie times, ſtuffing the mar- 
gine with ſuch like Authors, thereby. bringing an Engliſh reader into 
a good opinion of Maſles and Lyturgies, and drawing him tothinke, 
that if theſe Apoſtles & Fathers were not their Authors, ſuch a learned 
biſhop-would be aſhamed to cite them in their names, but he doth more 
"than tha - for when cheſe doe not ſerve his turne, he makes uſe of Po 
Ps quintus new,miſlall, as p. 38. and if this faile, the maine authority hee 
relies upon is, the Romane Pontificall, h. tab 4 220. and p. 197. ſo that 
he will never want authors to his purpoſe; fo long as any Friers and 
Monks of Italy, France and Spaine, who have — elſe to doe, can 
but forge any pamphlet on the Fathers.

And as his prvcipa grounds lye upon Popiſh Autho- 
rity, and his chiefe ſtiength conſiſts in Jeunes and School- 
men, and Maſſe - boolees, ſo he cannot but reſpect thoſe to whom 
he is ſo much ingaged ; and cherfore it is no wonder to heare 
him call.
